Ruffians Bun Riot in Bel 
fast Last Night.

They Fight the Police and Bqd AgalDs 


Their Bayonets and Ballets 


Like Had Men. 


Scores of People Drop Dead and 


JBach Faneral May Provoke 
a Fresh Attack. 


T8CENES OF BLOOJDSHJEO. 


Another Night of Riot and Fight- 
ing: In Belfast. 


BBIJBAST, Ireland, June 11.—An Asso- 
oiated Press reporter, who was detailed 
to remain on the scene of the riots, at 
o'clock this morning reported as fol- 
lows: 


"I remained among the rioters all 
night. The greatest damage in the way 
of wrecking and pillaging was done along 
the Shank Hill and York roads. The 
fight on both thoronghfares was desper- 
ate and continuous. The mob was com- 
posed of the lowest ruffians. The bay- 
onets of the police had no terrors for 
them, and in many cases I saw the mob 
in oTerwhelminfi: 
numbers press up 
•gainst the bayonets of the police and 
drive them back. The only instances in 
which the police drove the mob at all, so 
far as I observed, were those in which 
the officers, in compact lines, fired at 
close range rapid volleys of buckshot. 
These the rioters could not stand against, 
and were driven back, but even under 
this galling fire the rioters would drop 
to the pavements and rush upon the po- 
lioe while they were reloading. 


"It is impossible to describe the state 
of terror in which the respectable Cath- 
olic people of Belfast are now living, in 
oonssquence of prevalent anarchy. The 
bravest hardly dare venture out doors in 
day light even. I know that scores of 
people were shot last night. 
I saw ten 
taken to the' hospitals this morning. It 
is feared that every funeral of a victim 
may provoke a fresh outbreak. The law- 
abiding citizens demand of the govern- 
ment the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to inquire into the causes of the 
whole disorder. The fighting was at 
such close range as to be practically 
hand to hand and was continued until 2 
o'clock this morning. 
When twilight 
began the crowd disappeared, leav- 
ing a mob of insufficient strength to 
oope with armed police, who succeeded 
in dispersing it. If anything else were 
wanting to prove the character of the 
mob, it would be furnished by dozens of 
ruffians whom I saw during the night 
sneaking away from wrecked or burning 
bnildings laden down with stolen prop- 
erty." 


INDIANA EP18COPAL.8. 


Fort "Wayne Delegates Honored 
at the Diocesan Convention- 
its Work. 


At the session of the Episcopal con 
vention at Indianapolis, Kev. W. N 
Webbe was chosen a member of the 
standing church committee. Dr. J. 8. Ir- 
vin was chosen one of the delegates to 
the general convention. 
The report of 
Bishop Knickerbacker showed that there 
were now fifteen missionaries engaged in 
mission work in the diocese, supplying 
fifteen different places, and there had 
been collected $2,000 for this purpose, 
Mission churches have been consecrated 
at Muncie, New Castle, North Liberty 
and Terre Haute, and an elegant stone 
church (St. Paul's) has been built at 
Evans ville at a cost of $50,000. 
Eight 
clergy have been received in the diocese. 
The endowment of the episcopate was 
progressiDg satisfactorily, already $15,- 
000 having 
been 
pledged 
to it. 
The 
bishop 
defined 
his 
policy 
and 
the 
aim of 
his 
admin- 
istration, as follows: (2) To regard the 
whole of Indiana as a mission field to 
labor to establish the church in as many 
points as possible. (2) To found in the 
diocese christian schools. (3) To secure 
as soon as possible hospitals, orphanages 
and homes for the aged and unfortunate. 
5) To instruct the churches and their 
substance to the service of Christ. (6) 
To endow the diocese. (7) To make of 
the diocese a live working diocese. 


The treasurer's report was submitted, 
making the following exhibit: Beceipts 
$1,526.57; Episcopal fund, $1,223.34: 
Episcopal endowment, $1,161.37; dio- 
cesan missions, $1,253.53; superanuated 
clergy fund, $1,343.40.

WASHINGTON. 


The Business of the Nation in

WASHINOTON, June 11.—The senate 
took up the Northern Pacific railroad 
forfeiture bill. 


Mr. George addressed the senate on 
the bill, commenting upon the enor- 
mous tracts of land (179,000,000 acres) 
given by congress to various railroad 
corporations from 1860 to 1875; a larger 
area of land than that constituting the 
republic of France. The present value 
of railroad land grants, average amount 
realized by companies, was $773,796,893. 


HOUSE. 


On motion of O'Neil, -of Missouri, the 
senate bill, similiar to the one introduc- 
ed in the house by O'Neil, of Nebraska, 
was passed, to legalize the incorporation 
of national trade unions. 
The private 
business having been dispensed with, a 
session was ordered for to-night for con- 
sideration of the legislative appropria- 
tion bill and a session for to morrow 
night for the consideration of pension 
bills. 


Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, from the com- 
mittee on public lands, reported back the 
Atlantic and Pacific land bill with the 
senate amendments and moved concur- 
jrence in the same. Laid over until Mon- 
day. 


The house went into committee of the 
whole on the legislative and judicial ap- 
propriation bill. 


President Cleveland has refused a wed- 
ding present from the sultan of Turkey, 
the acceptance of which would conflict 
with the spirit of the constitution.

Ludwig, of Bavaria, Locked in 
His Castle. 


MUNICH, June 11.—A deputation of 
the members of the Bavarian cabinet to- 
day proceeded to Hohenschubangan 
castle to present a letter to King Ludwig, 
who was deposed yesterday as of unsound 
mind, from Prince Leopold, who suc- 
ceeded as regent. They found the cas- 
tle lockt d and were not permitted by the 
king's pickets to enter. 
The ministry 
consequently sent a force of Gens 
D'Armes, to force an entrance, for the 
purpose of releasing Count Holstein, 
who, while visiting the king last evening 
on ministerial business, concerning the 
regency, was arrested by Ludwig's or- 
der and locked up in the castle. 
Gens 
D'Armes have been detailed to preserve 
order among the mountain population 
surrounding the castle, the mountain- 
eers being loyal adhérants of the king, 
and in a dangerous temper, because of 
the state's conduct toward him. King 
Ludwig remains in most absolute seclu- 
sion ie the castle.
